MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

1. This afternoon, BGEN Haig met with LGEN Corcoran, C/S 
CINCPAC to debrief the SEA visit. Gen Haig outlined the 
four-pronged military initiative and briefly discussed 
the political initiative now under consideration. 

2. Gen Corcoran made a few general comments of interest, 
as follows: 

A. There is still some slight difference between what 
the President desires and what the U.S. (residual) force 
can provide. Our military flexibility will decrease sharply 
when the 6th increment is redeployed. 

B. CINCPAC has taken all of the points discussed in 
Ambassador Swank's cable (Re Haig/Lon Nol discussion) for 
action. The General CINCPAC policy has been to regard any 
Cambodian problem/issue as an emergency and give it highest 
priority. 

C. CINCPAC feels that if Kampong Som is cut off and 
as the inland interdiction effort becomes more effective, 
there will be a stepped up effort to infiltrate by sea. 

The trawler sunk recently was apparently loaded at Haiphong 
and yesterday A Soviet trawler was picked up by VNN patrol 
craft inside the 12-mile limit. It is now being tracked by 
the U.S. outside the 12-mile zdme. CINCPAC is in the process 
of recommending a liberalization in the rules of engagement 
which would permit hailing/searching ships outside the 
12-mile limit. In view of the increased trawler infiltration 
threat, some more acelriable ROE are necessary. 

D. Gen Corcoran commented that the current RVN Corps 
Commanders are the most aggressive we have had to date.
